‘After years of wrangling

So much sand has moved 


| into the harbor that many of 


the marina’s slips could not 
be used in past boating sea- 
sons. That has resulted in 
loss of revenue not only for 
the marina, but also for area 
businesses. 

“Dredging will help not 
just the harbor, but the en- 
tire community,” said Tom 
Cannon, city harbormaster 
and recreation director. 

He has worked with the

state to obtain the permits 
since he became a city em- 
ployee four years ago. 

The work is scheduled to 
begin on March 24, and the 
city will perform the 
dredging with leased 
equipment. Cannon esti- 
mates that between 
$100,000-$150,000 will be 
saved by the city perform- 


ing the job. The total cost, 
then, is estimated at 
$180,000. That includes 
the enclosed portion of the 
marina and the boat launch 
and channel, Cannon said. 

“The only part of the 
project we’re bidding out is 
the sand transportation and 
site development,” he said. 

The state Waterways 
Commission is funding 
one-half of the cost of the 
project. The city’s “Rehab 
Fund” will loan the match- 
ing 50 percent, approx- 
imately $90,000, to the ma- 
rina fund. The Rehab Fund 
is savings from federal 
funds. 

No city taxpayer money 
will be used for the project, 
Cannon said. The marina 
fund will pay back the loan 
over time with marina and 
slip fees. ©

The permits do not 
allow dredging in some of 
the areas the city had 
hoped. For. instance, the 
area between the boat 
launch and the marina was 
not allowed in the issued 
permits from the Army 
Corps of Engineers and the 
DEQ. The state cited envi- 
ronmental reasons for the 
denial. 

“It would have been the 
area outside of the mouth 
of the Jordan River, be- 
tween the boat launch and 
the marina,” Cannon said. 

The city did obtain a 
five-year maintenance per- 
mit for both of the per- 
mitted areas, which will 
allow the city to dredge for 
five years without the re- 


quirement that it seek 
another perinit.

Boyne ZBA 
reverses, 
planning 
commission |

BOYNE CITY — The 
Boyne City Zoning Board 
of Appeals bas complied 
with a judge’s instructions 
and reversed its March 6, 
2007, decision on a pro- 
posed waterfront develop- 
ment. 

The decision that was re- 
versed upheld a city Plan- 
ning Commission’s ap- 


‘proval of One Water Street, 


L.L.C.’s proposed develop- 
ment plan on Lake Charle- 
voix in Boyne’ City. The 
ZBA also remanded the 
matter to the Planning 
Commission as instructed 
by the judge. 

The March 6, 2007, deci- 
sion referred to the ques- 
tion of whether the Plan- 


_hing Commission erred in 


its approval of the One 
Water Street development 
plans. 

The ZBA held public 
discussion prior to its unan- 
imous vote on a motion to 
comply with Charlevoix 
County Circuit Court Judge 
Richard M. Pajtas’s in- 
structions. Several citizens 
voiced their opinions, in- 
cluding Sue Hobbs who ap- 
pealed the ZBA’s March 6, 
2007, decision in the circuit’ 
court. 

Hobbs said she was dis- 
appointed that first the city 
commission and then the 
ZBA held no discussion 
about the errors made by 
the commissions and the 
ZBA. 

“T had hoped there would 
be a review with the ordi- 
nance to see what went 
wrong,” Hobbs said. “I’ve 
heard no discussion of why 
it got to this point, no dis- 
cussion among staff on 
how this happened.” 

Hobbs referred to the er- 
rors found by Judge Pajtas 


made by the Planning 
Commission in its approval 
of the One Water Street 
proposed development 
plan, and the error when the 
ZBA upheld that approval. 
Judge Pajtas found a viola- 
tion of due process and vio- 
lations of the city zoning 
ordinance in his Jan. 16 de- 
cision. 

Hobbs said she was con- 
cerned that city attorney 
Jim Murray, city manager 
Michael Cain and others 
didn’t seem to know that 
there were. violations at the 


time the actions. were 
taken. 
“They should have 


known,” Hobbs said. “If I 
can read the zoning ordi- . 
nance and know that what 
was approved was wrong, 
why couldn’t the city attor- 
ney or the city manager?” | 

Taxpayers are paying for 
the errors, she said. 

“T hate to think of the tax- 
payers’ dollars that went 
into this and what the cit- 
izens went through. How 
did this» ‘happen’ in our 
town? 

“If we don’t look at the 
past and what happened, 
how will we learn for the 
future?” Hobbs asked. 

Chuck ‘Vondra, who sits 
on the ZBA and the city 
board of commissioners, 
spoke at the meeting. 

“Obviously, there were 
mistakes made,” Vondra 
said. “The judge made that 
very clear. It would be bad 
not to learn oo the expe- 
rience.” 

Valerie ‘aid Larry Glas- 
gow said they are con- 
cerned about the decisions 
by city officials. 

“How could it (the One 
Water Street, L.L.C. plan) 
have passed when clearly 
there were so many viola- 
tions?” Valerie asked.

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Sometimes abused drugs come with a prescription

CHARLEVOIX, 
COUNTY — Joe first 
shot up with prescription 
drugs in the dry storage 
area of the pizzeria where 
he worked. - 

“It was someone I 
knew through work,” 
said the 17-yeAar-old 
northern Michigan res- 
ident. “He was really into 
drugs, I was already deep 
into using, and it just kind 
of came out that we both 
used. At first I was skep- 
tical, but then J thought 
about trying it.” 

Joe, whose real name 
is being withheld because 
he’s in rehab, was asked 
to try morphine. 

“It felt good. Every- 
thing just kind of slows 
down and fades,” Joe. 
said, “I knew it was risky, 
I knew it wasn’t good for 
me, but at that point 
you’re so deep into it I 
didn’t really care. You’re 
just kind of consum: 

And for the next three 
weeks, it consumed his 
life. He injected mor- 
phine and other. prescrip- 
tion drugs — largely meth- 
adone, oxycontin and 
morphine — at least once 
a day. “If I missed a day, I 
would definitely use the 
next day. I was shooting 
up intravenously for a 
solid three weeks to a 
month.” 

That’s when his moth- 
er caught him and sent 
him to a drug rehab pro- 
gram sin ” Charlevoix 
called Recovery High 
last November. 

Joe said is slowly 
learning to function with- 


out drugs, but finding a 

fix was never difficult. 
“A lot of the people I 

knew had scripts for 


‘methadone, but one of . 


the rules was you don’t 
really ask where they got 
them. I didn’t know why 
they had the scripts, and a 
lot of them didn’t need 
scripts.” 

Joe is mM a program 
with two other prescrip- 
tion drug addicts, both 
teenagers. They are the 
first cases involving in- 
travenous imjection for 
Recovery High Execu- 
tive Director Scott Kelly, 
who has been working in 
rehab counseling for 22 
years. 

Josie, another client 
whose real name isn’t 
being used, said she al- 
ways knew. someone 
who. could supply her 
with prescription drugs. 

“I could go to at least 
15 different people at 
school, and at least three 
of them would have 
something for me,” said 
Josie, 19. 

Her addiction grew out 


of hand late last year be-_ 


fore she entered Recov- 
ery High. It is her fourth 
time in rehab, and she 
claims to have overdosed 
five times on heroin. 
She’s been clean for two 
months. 

Joe and Josie were 
both lucky. Many cases 
like theirs have led to 
deaths in northern Michi- 
gan, and it’s drawing the 
attention of lawmakers 
and prosecutors as a se- 
rious and growing prob- 
lem. 

“Five years ago, I 


probably would have told | 


you that the problem was 
cocaine and marijuana,” 
said George Lasater, the 


- Charlevoix County sher- 


“iff. “Today, it’s prescrip- 
tion drugs.” 

It has also caught the 
attention of Rep. Kevin 
Elsenheimer, R-Bellaire, 
who has made it a priori- 
ty to work with law en- 


forcement ' officials to ~ 


draft legislation to ad- 
dress the issue. 

“The rise of prescrip- 
tion drug abuse is a huge 
problem in northern 
Michigan, one that has 
caused or led to the 
deaths of several individ- 
uals, particularly in Char- 
levoix County,” Elsen- 
heimer said. 

Todd Ross, a Charle- 
voix County sheriff’s de- 
tective and prescription 
drug diversion investiga- 
tor, is assigned to pre- 
scription drug abuse, and 
he stifl turns cases away 
because he doesn’t have 
enough time. 

“Ts definitely in- 
creased in the last five 


, years, not just in Michi- 


gan but in the nation as a 
whole,” said Ross, citing 
a recent report that said 
more people nationwide 
admit to abusing pre- 
scription. medications 
than all street drugs com- 
bined. 

“Prescription drugs are 
a lot more available now 
than they have ever been, 
but I’m not sure that’s 
such a bad thing,” Ross 
said. “All medical associ- 
ations tell their doctors 


- that pain is the most un- 


dertreated medical treat- 
ment in the U.S. 
Other factors, such as 


society’s “quick fix” 
mentality and rising 
health” care costs, also 
contribute to the rise, 


.Kelly said. 


“Some of it is just a 
cultural thing,” Kelly 
said.. “Our society is 
really into quick fixes 
through pharmaceutical 
medicine, or that whole 
philosophy. We’re told if 
you have a headache, you 
shouldn’t have that, so 
take this. 

“We're constantly 
masking symptoms with 
all of these drugs, and we 
need to get back to 
what’s the root of these 
things,” Kelly said. 

In Charlevoix County, 


. law enforcement officials 


are responding to the rise 
of préscription drug 
abuse in two ways: by ed- 
ucating pharmacists and 
doctors on how. drug 
seekers obtain drugs, and. 
by implementing a task 
force to investigate 
deaths that prescription 
drugs may have caused. 
The Drug Death Inves- 
tigation Team, made up 
of higher-ranking offi- 
cers from police agencies 
in Northern Michigan, is 
the only such squad in 
Michigan that focuses.on 
prescription drug abuse. 
Since its founding in 


2005, it has prosecuted a. 
number of people linked 


to drug deaths. 

For example, last No- 
vember, it successfully 
prosecuted Jennifer 
Ennik, 29, for distribut- 
ing drugs that led to the 
death of Michael Noirot, 
30, of East Jordan. She is. 
serving 6-30 years in 
prison. 


“We get to the bottom 
of it in a big hurry,” said 
Chuck Vondra, a detec~ 
tive sergeant in the sher- 
iff’s office in Charlevoix. 
“We developed this team 
to do this investigation 
right away, to get to the 
truth, or prove lies 
quickly, so they don’t 
have the time to corrobo- 
rate stories and talk 
amongst themselves. 

“You're not putting as 
many hours into it be- 
cause you’ve got more 
guys working on it,” 
Vondra said. 

The DDIT is a model 
for other states wishing to 


pursue the. same ap- 


proach. 

” “We've received 
phone calls from the 
Massachusetts state po- 
lice,” Vondra said. 

Ross said the DDIT 
also educates doctors. “I 
explain to doctors that 
they need to see some 
common things that drug 
seekers say or do. It’s a 
whole different mindset.” 

One of the most com- 
mon methods drug 
seekers use is “doctor 
shopping,” where a client 


will ask for the -same ~ 


medication from differ- 
ent doctors without the 
doctors knowing where 
they have gone before. 

The majority of cases 
the DDIT investigates in- 
volve doctor. shopping, 
Ross said. ; 


Drug seekers may see . 


physicians right before 
closing time to take ad- 
vantage of them. “If I go 
in at a quarter-to-8, that 
doctor will want to treat 
me because they want to 
get out of there, and they

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Misconceptions 
about alternative 
schools 


This week I had the opportunity to contribute to a series on 
Education in our newspapers about alternative schools. I 
visited two different facilities in Boyne Falls and Kalkask 
and it was truly an eye opening experience. _ 

I did have some preconceived notions about alternative 
schools and what they were all about. Quickly my percep- 
tions changed after talking to principals, teachers and stu-. 
dents. These people care, they care a lot and even more im- 
portantly the kids seem to embrace the environment. 

Most of us that are fortunate enough to have caring fami- 
lies and a support system growing up take for granted how 
important that is during childhood. Many of the students I 
spoke with have gone through a tough upbringing and have 


been forced to make their own decisions at a very young age. | 


Who among us wouldn’t choose the wrong path at 15 years 
old? Yet in most cases these kids have had to make adult 
choices way too young and, with so many personal issues to 
deal with, can’t concentrate in a traditional high school set- 
ting. . . 

That is where an alternative education comes in; credit 
these young people with wanting to get their diploma and 
just needing an environment that allows them to work at 
their own pace while dealing with personal problems at 
home. Most of the kids I talked to credit the alternative 
school with changing their lives and keeping them out of 
trouble. ; 

They have to embrace the atmosphere because in an alter- 
native school setting it is up to you to do the work and get an 
education. The teachers play a huge role in this and often - 
times have to act as a counselor, parent and teacher even 
though the pay isn’t equal to that of a regular high school. 

These institutions are very important and another thing I 
learned is how special these kids are. I met one individual 
who goes to school in the morning, starts a job in the after- 
noon and gets home at 10 p.m. At his age he should be more 
worried about pimples then earning a living. - 

‘Yet with all the odds against them these kids have made 
the decision to succeed at school despite the bad hand they 
were dealt. It is admirable and the staff at the schools should 
be commended for their-hard work and dedication, They are 
not there for the money; they are there because they care 
about the kids when their own parents often don’t. 

Obviously each case is different and not every student will 
succeed but from an outside perspective take the time to 
learn abont alternative schools, and, what they are really all 
about. oe rae 
--Dhere.are some.special. kids.at.these.schools and it was a 
privilege to get to know them and see how much they have 
accomplished given the circumstances they are under.

In light of the recent Hallmark/Westland beef recall, I want to remind 
consumers that the safety of Michigan’s food supply - from farm to fork - 
is paramount and continues to be the Michigan Department of Agricul- 
ture’s (MDA) top priority. This is a serious responsibility in today’s 
global marketplace where, if we’re not vigilant, problems of every type 
can impact our food - whether it was produced here or on the other side 
of the world. 

MDA, as well as our local and federal partners, have clear roles in assur- 
ing consumers that their food and the places they eat are safe. While there 
are numerous challenges in today’s dynamic global food supply chain, of- 
ficials at all levels of government - local, state, and federal - strive every 
day to create a seamless food safety system to protect the public. 

The United States Department of Agriculture (USDA) is responsible 
for inspecting meat slaughter and processing facilities in Michigan. Cur- 
rently, there are approximately 220 USDA-inspected federal slaughter 
and processing plants in the state.

School forestland bill ready for introduction

EAST JORDAN — The East Jordan 
Public School District’s idea for legisla- 
tion that would provide more revenue to 
‘schools is ready for introduction on the 
state House floor by Rep. Kevin Elsen- 
heimer. 

The legislation addresses school for- 
estland sale revenue. It would amend 
1994 PA 451 to allow school districts to 
retain 90 percent of the proceeds, rather 
than 50 percent as the current law holds. 

Superintendent of East Jordan Public 
Schools, Chip Hansen, said that the 


school district is not selling any of the 
40 acres of forestland it owns. 

“At this time, East Jordan Public 
Schools has no plans to sell any proper- 
ty,”’ Hansen said. “We’re waiting to see 
if the Legislature puts a vehicle in place 
that will allow revenues generated by 
such a sale to be retained locally, where 
they can be of benefit to our students 
and community.” 

The legislation idea was submitted by 
the school district under a program 
known as “Ought to be a Law.” State 
Rep. Kevin Elsenheimer sought ideas 
from citizens in the 105th District. 

The East Jordan Public School Dis- 


trict was one of 10 participants chosen — 


out of more than 100 responses. 
“We’re very pleased that Rep. Elsen- 
heimer saw the merits of our school for- 
est property proposal,” Hansen said. 
“Our school district’s Finance Action 


Team developed the plan two years ago ~ 


as an opportunity for school districts to 
find alternative sources of long-term 
revenue.” 

The principal amount of the funds ac- 
quired from the sale would be preserved 
in perpetuity, while the interest income 
would be used by the schools for educa- 
tion. ; 

Hansen explained school foréstland 


in a statement. 

“School forest properties in general 
are not adjacent to school buildings. 
They typically are 40-acre parcels of va- 
cant land that were originally set aside’ 
for agricultural education. While some 
of these properties remain suitable for 
such purposes, most no longer are used 
for their original purpose. Permanently 
endowing the proceeds from the sale of 
such property provides school districts 
with long-term revenues produced’ by 
the endowment funds interest income.” 

Rep. Elsenheimer expects to intro- 
duce the bill soon.

PETOSKEY 
When Vicki Patterson 
first got involved with a 
group of locals looking 
into forming a hospice 
organization, she 
couldn’t have known 
some 25 years later it 
would help her through 
the process of caring 
for her own dad at the 
end of his life: 

“My dad died just 
over a year ago,” 
Patterson, a nurse at 
Northern Michigan Re- 
gional Hospital who 
works with the clinical 
trial program for oncol- 
ogy patients. 

“Little did I know in 
1980 that I would be 
using the program for 
my own family. It was 
important for me to 
know that I had the 
practical and emotional 
support needed to keep 
my dad at home. Hos- 
pice made that possi- 
ble.” 

Patterson was a head 
nurse on the .oncology 
floor at the time. of 
those early hospice or- 
ganizational meetings 
in the early 1980s. 

“I got involved from 
a personal and profes- 
sional standpoint, be- 
cause I felt that patients 
weren’t getting the sup- 
port they needed to die 
peacefully at home, and 
I felt that choice was 

_ very important,” said 
Patterson. 

Today, area families 
can readily find that 
important comfort and 
carte support. For the 
past 25 years, Hospice 
of Little Traverse Bay 
has sustained families 
like Patterson’s who 
are facing end-of-life 
issues.. To mark the 
milestone anniversary 
year, . a. “ntimber of cel- 
ebrations are planned, 
including the opening 


of Hiland Cottage the 


first week of June. 

The seven-bed hos- 
pice facility, funded by 
more than $4 million in 
community donations, 
will also house’ admin- 
istrative offices, com- 
munity support groups, 
and counseling services 
all in one location, said 
Lisa Ashley, hospice 
executive director. 

Hiland Cottage will 
be home for patients 
who live alone where 
safety is a concern, or 
younger patients who 
don’t want their chil- 
dren to have to witness 
daily struggles nearing 
the end of life, Ashley 
said. It will provide 24- 
hour . caregiving sup- 


port. 

The Hiland Cottage 
opening is an example 
of how hospice has 
evolved to meet the 
community’s needs 

"over the past two-plus 
decades, Ashley said. 

“Our program has 
grown significantly 
over the last 25 years. 
We started with a hand- 
ful of volunteers and 
have over 120 volun- 
teers today,” said Ash- 
ley, who noted the or- 
ganization became an 


official nonprofit in ~ 


August of. 1983. “We 
have an amazing volun- 
teer corps.” 

In the early days, 
hospice had no office 
and operated mainly 
out of the hospital it- 
self.. Petoskey resident 
Mary Gruler was in-

the hospice group and 
cared for the first at- 


home patient who was 
at the end of her life i in 
1983. 

“TI taught nursing at 
the college at the time 
and I was very much 
concerned about pain 
control,” said Gruler, 
who was the first exec- 
utive director, a volun- 
teer position. 

As the group became 


more organized, Gruler 
said the process ex- 
panded to find local 
professionals to volun- 
teer their expertise, 
such as nurses, doctors 
and attorneys. “Hos- 
pice grew out of a need 
that was recognized by 
a lot of nurses,” Gruler 
said. “We felt the need 
for more humane care 
of people at the end 
stage of life.” 

That mission contin- 
ues. Each year, Hospice 
of Little Traverse Bay 
helps about 175 pa- 
tients and families in. 
Charlevoix, Cheboy- 
gan and Emmet coun- 
ties.
